been most successful. 
“I think the prohibition party 
would do well to effect an alliance 
with the brewers, ridiculous though 
it may sound, who would aid them to 
make the liquor traffic a cleaner and 
more respectable business. 
“I strongly advise a meeting be­ 
tween representatives of both par­ 
ties. 
Stranger things have 
taken 
place and such good can be derived. 
Then the prohibition party would 
become a real party, at least insofar 
as it could prohibit viciousness and 
immorality.” 


Owing to the two days of damp 
weather last week, a 
considerable 
quantity of hanging tobacco 
came 
into case, resulting in quite a move, 
ment in taking the article from the 
poles, and a number of fanners and 
growers are stripping and placing at 
least a portion of their crops in the 
bundle. The ensuing warm weather 
will necessitate a close watch being 


j kept to prevent the heating of that 
part of the crop thus removed from 
the poles and placed in the bundle. 
Dealers appear to be of the opinion 
that it was better to permit the late 
case period to pass without taking 
jdown any tobacco, especially because 
of the warm wave which has 
fol- 


I lowed. 
Commenting on the late 
casing 
period, the Edgerton Tobacco 
Re­ 
porter says: 
”Under such conditions it is 
be­ 
lieved that growers embraced the 
opportunity to take down a 
large 
portion of the hanging crop lh this 
state. 
Stripping will now proceed 
and in a week or ten days 
dealers 
will be asked to commence receiving. 
Warehouse handling, therefore, will 
lie able to start early in December, 
giving nearly a month before 
the 
holidays. 
One or 
two 
firms 
we 
know of are ready to commence the 
season’s packing as soon as deliver­ 
ies can be made. 
The starting 
of 
the warehouse season means the re­ 
vival of business at the 
packing 
points and labor that finds employ­ 
ment in tobacco handling 
gladly 
welcomes the change of program, all 
brought about by casing weather.”

“Since the meeting of the Interna­ 
tional Congress on Tuberculosis in 
Washington. D. C., from epUmber I 
21 to October 12, 1908, a great wave 
of hopefulness has swept over this j 
country, arising from the fact t h a t 1 
these men, including representatives J 
from every civilized -country in the J 
world, believed, after very careful 
study o f the subject,that tuberculosis 
could be entirely stamped out of this I 
country in ten years, if we had the 
necessary financial support and the j 
projier administrative organization. 
“They realized that it was more 
than anything else a fight against 
apathy— to wake the people up to the 
realization that this educational work 
I W(i are doing and are going to do. is 
I for them and not for the other fel­ 


low.’ as so many think. These men 
realized that something must be done 
to arouse the people from this apa­ 
thetic stat, and the Red Cross pen­ 
ny Christmas stamp campaign was 
decided upon as the best means at 
hand to start this ten-year fight to 
stamp out the disease completely. It 
was first aried out in the little sta*e 
of Delaware last year. Delaware was 
uninterested and absolutely ignorant 
upon this subject— the only tubercu­ 
losis hospital being a little shack out 
in an open field. Fifty thousand of 
these stamps were sent into Delaware 
eighteen days before Christmas, un­ 
der the impression that that would 
be enough. It caught on. The Dela­ 
ware schools took it up, the women’s 
organizations took it up. the nowspa* 
pers gave columns to it, they were 
sold in department 
stores. 
drug 
stores, hotels and oven iii tho corri- 
1 dors of ihc* postoffice buildings. For 


hundred thousand of these 
stamps 
were sold in I 8 days, realizing almost 
$3,000, and the state was so thor­ 
oughly waked up that today they are 
carving on one of the most aggres­ 
sive anti-tuberculosis fights in the 
country.

through the state and $1,000 was set 
aside as a nucleus for a new hospi­ 
tal fund.
